Jeanne Bay, caring and demanding teacher, seasoned and vigorous scholar, and thoughtful and commit- 


ted colleague 


The candidate will be presented by Rudd Adams Crawford, Jr., 


Associate Professor of Mathematics 


Jeanne Bay received the B.A. degree from Mount Union Col- 
lege in 1950. She taught at Oberlin High School from 1969 
until her retirement last June—‘‘English classes for the most 
part, and mostly for seniors,” she says. She also initiated a 
humanities course in the mid-1970s in which juniors and sen- 
iors took a broad, cross-disciplinary look at modern culture 
in terms of past “Golden Ages” —primarily those of Renais- 
sance Florence and ancient Athens. ‘‘We talked about art, 
music, literature, politics, values—anything that could give a 
feel for these cultures,” says Bay. Included were excursions to 
the Allen Memorial Art Museum and the Cleveland Museum 
of Art; “bike hikes” to examine local examples of Greek Re- 
vival architecture; sculpture sessions modeling with clay; 
practica with students from the Conservatory of Music at 
Oberlin College; and many appearances by guest speakers, 
often professors from the College. For the 1972-73 school 


year, Bay was designated a Jennings Scholar by the Martha 
Holden Jennings Foundation. She was twice selected for par- 
ticipation in an annual summer program for public school 
teachers, sponsored by the National Endowment for the Hu- 
manities, in which 15 teachers from across the country take 
part in an extended literary workshop. After the 1984-85 
school year she went to Oxford, England, and spent six weeks 
studying the 14th-century allegorical poem ‘Piers Plow- 
man’; two summers ago she went to Washington, D.C., to 
spend five weeks discussing the teaching of Chaucer’s works. 
Bay has five grown children, all of whom graduated from 
Oberlin High School—‘“‘and four of whom I taught there,” 
she adds. She is especially pleased to receive the College’s 
Award for Distinguished Service to the Community, she says, 
“because it is in part a recognition and acknowledgment of 
the value of public education.”

BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


STANLEY COHEN, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


A native of Brooklyn, New York, Stanley Cohen received the B.A. degree from 
Brooklyn College in 1943, the A.M. degree in zoology from Oberlin College in 
1945, and the Ph.D. degree in biochemistry from The University of Michigan 
in 1958. In 1986, Cohen received the Nobel Prize in Medicine/ Physiology. The 
award, shared with Italian researcher Rita Levi-Montalcini, was for the discov- 
ery of chemicals that promote and help regulate cell growth; that research 
“opened new fields of widespread importance to basic science,” according to 
the award announcement. “‘As a direct consequence we may increase our un- 
derstanding of many disease states such as degenerative changes in senile de- 
mentia [the most common form of which is Alzheimer’s disease], delayed 
wound healing, and tumor diseases [which include cancers],” the announce- 
ment said. In the same year, Cohen was the winner of a National Medal of 
Science, a Lasker Basic Medical Research Award, presented by the Albert and 
Mary Lasker Foundation, and the Koch Award, presented by the Endocrine 


AUDRE LORDE, DOCTOR OF LITERATURE 


Poet and educator Audre Lorde was born in New York City of West Indian 
parents and now lives in St. Croix, Virgin Islands. She received the B.A. degree 
from Hunter College in 1959 and the M.L.S. degree from Columbia University 
in 1961. Lorde is professor of English at the City University of New York’s 
Hunter College, where she was named Thomas Hunter Professor in 1987. The 
New York Times Review of Books has called Lorde “a poet of her time, her 
place, her people.” Her first publishing breakthrough came when Langston 
Hughes chose several of her poems for his anthology, New Negro Poets, USA 
(University of Indiana Press, 1962). Inclusion in many foreign anthologies fol- 
lowed. Nine collections of her poetry have been published, including Cables to 
Rage (Paul Bremen, Ltd., 1970); From a Land Where Other People Live 
(Broadside Press, 1973), which was nominated for the National Book Award in 


Society. The society described Cohen as “the father of growth factor re- 
search.” In 1983, he was awarded the Lila Gruber Memorial Cancer Research 
Award from the American Academy of Dermatology; in 1982, he was named 
winner of the Alfred P. Sloan Award by the General Motors Cancer Founda- 
tion; and in 1981 he received the H.P. Robertson Memorial Award from the 
National Academy of Science. He received Research Career Development 
awards from the National Institutes of Health from 1959 to 1969. From 1953 to 
1959, Cohen taught at Washington University in St. Louis, Missouri, where he 
worked with Levi-Montalcini on the basic research that led to the Nobel Prize. 
He has taught since 1959 at Vanderbilt University’s School of Medicine, where 
he is Distinguished Professor of Biochemistry. From 1976 through 1987 he was 
also American Cancer Society Research Professor of Biochemistry. Cohen is 
the author or coauthor of more than 100 articles in professional journals. 


1974; The Black Unicorn (W.W. Norton, 1978); and Our Dead Behind Us 
(W.W. Norton, 1986). Among her prose works is The Cancer Journals (Spin- 
ster Ink, 1980), a group of essays on breast cancer that received the 1981 Amer- 
ican Library Association Gay Caucus Book Award. Active since the 1960s and 
1970s in social movements protesting war and the proliferation of nuclear 
weapons and power plants and advocating equality for women and for minori- 
ties, Lorde once said, “I’m not a ‘joiner’ per se, but I know what we all have to 
do to survive!” She has been awarded writing grants by the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts and the New York Foundation for the Arts and has lectured 
and read from her work throughout the U.S. and in Africa, the Caribbean, 
Western Europe, the U.S.S.R., and the South Pacific. She is a founder of 
Kitchen Table: Women of Color Press. 


MONTGOMERY NELSON McKINNEY, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Montgomery McKinney received the B.A. degree with a major in English liter- 
ature from Oberlin College in 1934. He then began work in sales advertising in 
Chicago. After a three-year stint as a lieutenant in the Navy during World War 
II, he returned to Chicago and resumed his advertising career, eventually be- 
coming account supervisor at Leo Burnett after 15 years with Earle Ludgin and 
Company. In 1957 he moved to Los Angeles and the Doyle Dane Bernbach 
advertising agency, first as vice president and account supervisor, then as man- 
agement supervisor, and finally as senior vice president and director of client 
services. From 1975 to 1983 he was chairman of Chiat/Day; in 1983 he re- 
turned to Doyle Dane Bernbach/West as chairman; and in 1986, when that 
company merged with Needham Harper Worldwide to form DDB Needham 
Worldwide, he became chairman of DDB Needham West. He has been vice 
chairman of the Kresser/Craig advertising agency since 1988. In 1984 McKin- 
ney received the American Advertising Federation’s Silver Award. In 1980 he 
was named Advertising Leader of the Year by the Western States Association of 


HOWARD MORTON METZENBAUM, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


A native of Cleveland, Howard Metzenbaum attended Ohio State University, 
receiving the B.A. degree in 1939 and the LL.D. degree in 1941. He is in his 
third term as U.S. Senator from Ohio. He serves on four major committees: 
Judiciary, Energy and Natural Resources, Labor and Human Resources, and 
the Select Committee on Intelligence. In the past few years he has been instru- 
mental in passing legislation requiring advance notice of plant closings; pro- 
viding nearly $1 billion for worker retraining; and protecting private retirement 
benefits. Metzenbaum began his political career in 1942, when he was elected 
to the Ohio House of Representatives. He served in the House for four years 
and subsequently was elected to the Ohio Senate for another four years. He 
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Advertising Agencies, and in the same year the American Association of Ad- 
vertising Agencies (AAAA) Southern California Council instituted a scholar- 
ship award in his name at the University of Southern California’s Institute of 
Advanced Advertising Studies. McKinney was an adjunct member of the Insti- 
tute’s faculty from 1964 to 1968. He was a member of the board of governors of 
the AAAA Southern California Council from 1970 to 1975, serving as 
secretary/treasurer in 1972, vice president in 1973, and president in 1974. He 
was a member of the AAAA national board of directors from 1979 to 1981 and 
has been a member-at-large of the AAAA Western Region board of governors 
since 1983. McKinney was a member of the Oberlin College board of trustees 
from 1970 to 1986 and has been an honorary trustee since then; from 1975 to 
1982 he was chairman of the board’s development committee. He also has been 
an active member of numerous committees within the Oberlin Alumni Associ- 
ation. 


then returned to private business, cofounding the Airport Parking Company 
of America (APCOA) in 1949 and serving as its chairman of the board from 
1958 to 1966. APCOA merged with International Telephone and Telegraph 
(ITT) in 1966, and Metzenbaum became chairman of the board of the ITT 
Consumer Services Corporation, remaining there until 1968. In 1969 he be- 
came chairman of the board of ComCorp, a weekly newspaper corporation. 
Metzenbaum reentered politics in 1973, when he was appointed to fill an unex- 
pired term in the U.S. Senate. He lost his bid to be the Democratic nominee for 
Senator in 1974 but ran successfully for the state’s other Senatorial seat in 1976 
and was reelected in 1982 and 1988. 


JACK WARNER SCHAEFER, DOCTOR OF LITERATURE 


A native of Lakewood, Ohio, Jack Schaefer received the A.B. degree with a 
major in general and English literature from Oberlin College in 1929. For the 
next 20 years he worked as an editorial writer for newspapers in New Haven, 
Connecticut, Baltimore, Maryland, and Norfolk, Virginia. He has lived in 
New Mexico since the early 1950s. Schaefer’s first novel, Shane, was published 
in 1949 and in the ensuing four decades has been issued in some 70 editions in 
more than 30 languages. In 1953 George Stevens directed a screen version of 
Shane—starring Alan Ladd, Van Heflin, and Brandon De Wilde—that Bosley 
Crowther, writing in the New York Times, called a “great Western film.” 
Schaefer has gone on to publish more than a dozen other Western novels— 


including The Canyon (1953), Monte Walsh (1963), and Mavericks (1967)— 
and several collections of short stories, many of which appeared first in Col- 
lier’s, Holiday, The Saturday Evening Post, and other magazines. He also has 
published a collection of non-fiction sketches, Heroes Without Glory: Some 
Goodmen of the Old West (1965) and an illustrated Southwestern bestiary, An 
American Bestiary (1975). In 1975 the Western Literature Association pre- 
sented him with its Distinguished Achievement Award. Three of his four 
children—Carl ’56, Christopher ’58, and Susan ’61—also graduated from 
Oberlin College. 


GUNTHER ALEXANDER SCHULLER, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


“Scholar, composer, conductor, teacher, author, music publisher, indefatiga- 
ble advocate—Gunther Schuller isn’t merely a musician, he’s a monopoly,” 
wrote critic Alan Rich in New York Magazine a decade ago. At the age of 17 
Schuller was principal hornist of the Cincinnati Symphony Orchestra. Two 
years later, in 1945, he joined the horn section of the Metropolitan Opera 
Orchestra in New York City and remained with that orchestra for 14 years, 10 
as principal horn. In 1959, Schuller gave up performing to devote his time 
primarily to composing. Since then he has received close to 100 commissions, 
including commissions from such major orchestras as the Boston and Chicago 
symphony orchestras and the New York and Berlin philharmonics. Schuller 
was head of the composition department at the Berkshire Music Center at 
Tanglewood from 1963 to 1984, including 14 years as the Center’s artistic direc- 
tor. In 1967 he was appointed president of the New England Conservatory of 
Music in Boston, remaining there until 1977. Since 1984, he has been artistic 
director of the Sandpoint, Idaho, music festival. In 1975 Schuller founded his 


JOHN NOOT STERN, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


John Stern received the B.A. degree with a major in economics from Oberlin 
College in 1939 and the LL.B. degree from Harvard Law School in 1942, grad- 
uating cum laude. After three years in the Army Air Corps during World War 
II, he returned to Chicago to practice law. In 1957 he joined the trust depart- 
ment of the American National Bank and was appointed vice president in 
charge of the probate division shortly afterward. He remained with the bank 
until 1972. Since then, much of his time has been spent on his involvement with 
charitable causes. For many years Stern has been an avid collector of art, par- 
ticularly sculpture, and he has taken an active interest in the College’s Allen 
Memorial Art Museum. “He has not only donated many works to the Mu- 


own music publishing firm, Margun Music, and in 1980 he established his own 
record company, GM Recordings. He has written four critically acclaimed and 
highly influential books: Horn Techniques (1962), Early Jazz: Its Roots and 
Musical Development (1968), The Swing Era: The Development of Jazz, 1930- 
1945 (1989), and Musings (1986), a collection of his essays. Among other 
awards, Schuller has received two Guggenheim fellowships, the Darius 
Milhaud Award, three Grammy awards, the ASCAP Deems Taylor Award, and 
the Rodgers and Hammerstein Award. In 1989, he received Columbia Univer- 
sity’s William Schuman Award for lifetime achievement in American music 
composition. Schuller is on the executive board of Jazz Masterworks Editions, 
an organization launched by Oberlin College and officials of the Smithsonian 
Institution that will publish the first authoritative transcriptions of recorded 
classic jazz performances. Schuller also is a member of the visiting committee 
of the Conservatory of Music at Oberlin College. 


seum, but has supported many improvements in the Museum’s operations,” 
says director William J. Chiego. Stern is chairman of the Museum’s visiting 
committee. Among the charity boards on which he has served are the Music 
Associates of Aspen, through which he was closely involved with the Aspen 
Music School and Festival, and the Altheimer Foundation in Arkansas. He is 
also a Governing Life Member of the Chicago Orchestral Society and the Art 
Institute of Chicago. Stern has been closely involved in Oberlin College alumni 
activities for many years. He was an Oberlin trustee from 1974 to 1988 and is 
now an honorary trustee. 


TATYANA IVANOVNA ZASLAVSKAYA, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


“For years she has been one of the most innovative thinkers in Soviet eco- 
nomics,” wrote the New York Times about Tatyana Ivanovna Zaslavskaya. A 
Wall Street Journal article termed her ‘“‘one of the main theoreticians behind 
Mr. Gorbachev’s policy of perestroika.” A leading sociologist and economist 
in the Soviet Union since the 1950s, Zaslavskaya was appointed director of the 
National Center of Public Opinion Research in Moscow last year and since 
1986 has been president of the Soviet Sociological Association. She has also 
been head of the 50-member department of Social Problems at the Soviet 
Academy of Science’s economics branch in Novosibirsk and, since 1972, a 
professor at Novosibirsk University. She was named a full member of the So- 
viet Academy of Science in 1981. She received the Doctor of Economic Science 
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degree from Moscow State University in 1963. Zaslavskaya has published more 
than 100 articles and a dozen books, most recently The Sociology of Economic 
Life, and is the author of the influential 1983 Novosibirsk report that antici- 
pated many of the developments of the Gorbachev era—a report originally 
considered ‘‘too ‘disruptive’ for publication,” according to a 1987 New York 
Times interview with Zaslavskaya. In the March 1988 issue of Soviet Life she 
wrote of the Soviet people: “Unfortunately, over many decades we have be- 
come accustomed to being passive rather than taking an active position in life. 
[But] we are witnessing the political awakening of the masses and the emer- 
gence of the kind of consciousness in the people that not only guarantees the 
success of the restructuring policy, but is a great social value in its own right.” 
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
